This man's 
situation after his apology is soiuotliing really 
pitiable. 1 told him that tho slur he hud cast 
upon oiu- pi-ojossion was unworthy tho noble 
calling ho had seen lit to represent."

LOXBON, Deo. 20. — Jennings, in his special 


to The New York World, says : Even rewards 
of 32o,COO seem to ba of little weight in Ire- 
land in the detection of murderers. It has 
always been an article of Irish faith that 
blood money entails a curae from which.there 
is uo escape, and informers aro learning tha* 
the glebe haa no hiding-place for them. News 
is just received from Australia that Lauty 
Morrit, whom the government seat out three 
years ago, after he had given evidence in tho 
case of the murder of a justice of the peace 
at Castlorea, had been taken caro'of thero by 
a secret society. He was shot dead while 
crossing a farm. Nothing has come, so far, of 
tho Phcenix park or other rewards recently 
oiTered in Dublin. The belief is expressed, 
howover, that the murderers of Lord Mouut- 
nioiTou will shortly be brought to justice. 


Mr. Iiavitt has'ljoeu speaking in England,
